The president to-day designated Assistant 
~ecretery Coon to act as secretary of the treas- 
ury during the absence or sickness at any time 
oi Secretary Gresham. Mr. Coon was also 
authorized by the secretary to sign in hi: 
stead all warrants for the payment of money 
into the publi treasury, and all warrants fo. 
the disbursement from the public treasury of 
money certified, by the proper accounting ofh- 
of the treasury. Similar authority to 
sign warrants duringthe absence or sickness 
of Assistant Secretary Coon was delegated to 
Assistant Secretary French. All the bureau 
and divisions of the officers of the departmen 
called on the new secretary about noon, an 
were presents d by Mr Coon. 

The secretary of the treasury waa to-day 
asked for instructions in regard to some assist 
edimmigrants brought to Texas, 
from Bremen, on the steamship Wesser.

was not generally known until this morning, and 
it caused great surprise among the members of 
the cabinet. However. it has been the subject of

This wasan entire surprise to the post- 
easter general, and the only intimation he had 
received of such a possibility was a telegram from 
the president a couple of days ago. asking him

secretary Chandler, who resides aear Gresham, was 
at once summoned, and Gresham tendered his 
resignation as postmaster general, which wasae 
cepted by Secretary Chandler for the president. 

he letter of resigpation simply consiste lL of its ad- 
cress and the form of words: ‘I hereby resign the 
oflice of postmaster general of the United States.’’ 
The assistant secretary of state, Adee, informed 
Mr. Gresham that it was necessary for him toqualify 
as secretary Of the treasury before midnight. 
Thereupon the three officials proceeded to the res- 
idence ci Judge Wylie, corner of 14th street and 
Massachusetts avenue, and the oath of office was 
edniinistered by him. This morning Mr. Gusham 
cccupied the desk of the secretary of the treasury. 
Hie is not well, and has gone to-New York 
to conter with the president, and it is doubtful if 
he will return te his new duties: atonee. Mr. 
Coan will act as secretary during his absence. The 
circumstance attending the appointment of the 
pew secretary are very peculiar, in view of the 
fact that Gresham was offered the treasury port- 
folio shertly after the death of Secretary Folger, 
but declined it. The subseauent designation of 
Coan to act as secretary, and the delay in making 
the appointment until within an hour ofthe 
limited time, lead to the belief that the 
president was waiting for a response from 
seme one who had been tendered the office. It is 
the impression that the respouse was not re- 
ceived in time, or thatit was in theshapeof a 
deciination, hence the sudden appointment of 
Gresham. There seems to be no doubt about the 
truth of the report that Gresham’s appointment 
would be but temporary. The belief that the 
president intended to give the treasury 
portfolio to am  ex-secretary treasurer, is 
still entertained. and both ex-Secretaries 
Boutwell and McCulloch are mentioned in that 
connection. The resignation of Gresham from the 
postmaster generaiship leaves the office vacant. 
it was supposed that Gresham’s commission as 
secretary of the treasury would be accompanied by 
one appointing Frank Hatton as postmaster gen- 
eral, but there was no communication from the 
president on that subject. Mr. Hatton will act as 
postmaster general, however, and it is generaliy 
thought that he will receive the permanent ap- 
pointment before the expiration of ten days, 

REFUSES TO BE INTERVIEWED.

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CLEVELAND IN FLORIDA. 


The State Certainly Democratic—What a 
Prominent Editor Says. 

Atrany, N. Y., September 25.—Among the 
visitors to Governor Cleveland to-day is Mr.

A Horrible Night’s Experience on the Grand

Engineer Hanniford’s coach took fire. 
flames burned fiercely, despite the pour- 
rain, and quickly communicated to the 
liman coach, that came next, though there 
flames stayed. A Jarge number of town 
people quickly gathered, and aided in rescu- 
Ing the passengers from the burning Pullman 
caras quickly as possible. The passengers 
were colle cted together, and the roll was 
ealled, when it was found 
that about twelve were injured 
but none seriously. How all escaped is a 
mystery.

With 
the third shot he succeeded only in wounding 
himself, and was carried to the hospital. 

In past 24 hours nime tresh cases of cholera 
developed in the province of Alicante and 3 in 
Tarragona. In the Jatter province there were 
2 deaths and in the former 7. 

The reports of the ravages of the cholera 
throughout Italy for the past twenty-four 
hours give a total of 428 fresh cases and 198 
deaths. At Napels there were 242 fresh cases 
and 121 deaths against 264 cases and 75 deaths 
for the preceding twenty-four hours. 

In the department of the eastern Pyrennes, 
there were four deaths from cholera to-day. 
The Temps reports that two cases ot cholera 
Wave occurred. at Clichy. Typhoid fever is 
raging at Saint Oren, one of Paris’s suburbs. 
The prefect of police has visited the infected 
districts. 

Since the outbreak of the cholera in Naples, 
there has been 10,203 cases and 5,385 deaths. 

The cholera is increasing to an alarming ex- 
tent in Genoa. Sixty-eight new cases are re- 
ported as having whee ae to-day. 

Four deaths trom cholera occurred at Tou- 
lon to-day, and one at Laseyne.

FRANCE AND CHINA.

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THE PUBLIC DOMAIN, 


The Increase in the Disposal of Public 
Lands Last Year. 

Wasutnoton, September 25.—From a state- 
ment prepared at the land office, showing the 
disposal of public land for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 3, 1884, it appears that the cash sales 
amount to 6,317,847 acres, from which were 
realized $10,302,582. The original homestead 
entries included 7,831,509 aeres: final home- 
stead entries 2,945,574 acres: and 
timber culture entrees 4,081,463 
acres; miscellaneous disposals, 8,600,219 
acres, including 8,343,154 acres of railroad 
lands, for which the sum of $1,536,410 was re- 
ceived. The aggregate number of acres of 
land disposed of under all heads, including 
the final homestead entries, are 26,834,041, 
and the aggregate receipts, $11,838,993. This 
is aD increase over the disposal of last year of 
101,137 acres, and of $1,075,521. Indian lands 
697,128 acres, which sold for $938,139, are not 
included in the foregoing. In the amount of 
land disposed of during the fiscal year, Da- 
kota is far in the lead of all the states and 
territories, with 11,082,818 acres; Nebraska is 
second, with 3,105,851 acres; Minnesota 
third, 1,646,468 acres; Louisiana, 
fourth, 1,537,516 acres. Over 
one million being to railroad companies; Kan- 
sas fifth, 1,384,404 acres; California sixth, with 
1,112,655 acres, and Washington territory 
seventh, 1,085,753 acres. Theremaining states 
and territories disposed of leas than one mil- 
lion acres each. Of the 11,000,000 acres dis- 
posed of in Dakota, nearly 5,000,000 acres were 
taken under railroad grauts. 
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THE RICE CROP. 


The Reported Damage Unfounded—The 
Crop Doing Well. 

New Yorx, September 25.—Messrs. Dan 
Talmege’s Sons say: ‘Last week most ex- 
travagant reports were circulated as to the 
damage done to the rice crop along the At- 
lantic coast. At the time of the reports heavy 
rains were falling, and the situation was dis- 
mal enough to excite the gravest apprehen- 
sions. With the cessation of the storm, and 
detailed reports from the various rivers, it is 
definitely ascertained that the planters gener- 
ally . were more frightened than hurt. 
Some individual planters who 
had breaks have been nearly ruined. Others 
again have met with losses—the rice being 
wet, and will, therefore, turn out damaged, 
but the loss in quantity will not be percept- 
ible in the crop. The damage was confined to 
Cooper river on the north and the Combahee 
river on the south, as will be seen a narrow 
breadth of country embracitig the smaller end 
of the rice-growing section. The season, asa 
whole, has been most favorable for the growth 
of the crop, and with an increased acreage, a 
large yield may be expected, fully fifty per 
cent over last year.”

THE PSALM-SINGERS. 


A Convention to Devise a Closer Union of 
the Singers. 

PittsnurG, September 25.—The conference 
of delegates trom the singing churches, called 
for the purpose of consulting with reference 
to a closer union and to devise means whereby 
the custom of psalm-singing in churches may 
be prescribed, met here this morning. 
Fifteen delegates, representing the United 
Presbyterian southern association, Reform 
and the Old Side Reform Presbyterian 
churches, answered to the roll call. Rev. Dr. 
Boyce, of South Carolina, was elected chair- 
man and Rev. W. A. Mehard, of Washington, 
Pennsylvania, secretary. The object of the 
conference was then read, and it was decided 
to allow each delegate an opportunity to give 
his views as to the best method of effecting the 
desired union. A lengthy, but harmonious 
discussion wasthen had, in which it was 
shown that the delegates were almost unani- 
miously in favor of organization, but did not 
think it was possible at the present time. 

Rev. Dr. Pressly, of South Carolina, offered 
a series of resolutions favoring organic union, 
enda committee consisting of one member 
from each represented body was appointed to 
consider the same. The committee retired 


and returned this evening, reporting a series. 


of resolutions in brief as follows: 

Resolyed, Thatin the judgment of the confer- 
ence. itis not only desirable, but practicable, to 
bripg about a more effectual co-operation between 
the Presbyterian churches represented; that it is 
the duty of the churches to maintain,with united 
testimony, their adherence to the Westmin- 
ster conierence, AS histerically inter- 
preted, and to cultivate toward eae 
other a spirit of fraternal affeetion; 
that the psalms in the best metrical version at- 
tainable constitute the only divinely authorized 
hymnology and must be used exclusively in the 
matter of church praise; that while organic un- 
ion dees not appear practicable at present, we lay 
before these bodies here represented the Se 
of co-operation and recommend them to devise a 
plan for this end; that these resolutions be sent 
to the different churches represented in this con- 
ference that they may express their judgment for 
a future conference. 

The resolutions were carfully considered 
and were finally adopted, after which the 
conference adjourned. The sentiment of the 
delegates was that greater unity would be ef- 
fected in the near future.

RABBI BROWNE REAPPEARS 


In an Effort to Embarrass the Public 
Schools of New York, 

New York, September 25.—There is much 
commotion among the Jews of this city on 
account of the recent action of the public 
schoo! authorities.

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WHAT TWO MONTHS HAVE DONE. 
The gains of the first two months of the 
campaign belong to the democrats and the 
losses to the republicans. ‘When Blaine was 
nominated with seeming enthusiasm in J ane, 
it was widely claimed and almost conceded 
that he would carry eyery northern state ex- 
cept possibly New York arid Ohio. No other 
northern state was then considered doubtful. 
But the sitnation is greatly changed, and all 
the change is unfavorable to Mr. Biaine. 
New York and Ohio remain fully as doubtful 
as they were in June, and the list of doubtfal 
states has been largely increased, Thisis the 
work of two mouths. A proposed fusion of 
the democratic and greenback vote of Penn- 
sylvania renders even that state doubtful. 
New Jersey and ( onnecticut.inciine strongly 
to Cleveland, and all doubt as to how they 
will go is confined to Blaine’s friends. In 
the west Indiana is confidently claimed by 
the friends of Mr. Hendricks; the democrats 
and greenbackers of Michigan propose to re- 
peat their victory of last year; the Germans 
of Wisconsin have taken their state out of 
the republican column, and eyen in lowa the 
republicans do not, on account of the anti- 
prohibition yote, feel at all secure. New 
Hampshire has also become a disputed state. 
In the states named has 
Blaine a walk-over, and in every one of 
them the republican managers are putting 
speakers and money and doing the hardest 
kind of work. They dare not concentrate 
their efforts in Ohio and New York, as they 
once proposed to do, but are compelled to 
watch and work in at least eight northern 
states. Instead of an aggressive campaign, they 
have been thrown on the defensive by the 
Mulligan letters, and if they lose ground as 
rapidly in the coming month as they un- 
deniably have in the month now nearly 
closed, Mr, Cleveland will have a good many 
electoral votes to sparein the final count. 
The democrats are now carrying on the aggres- 
sivecampaign; thechangesall fall their way 
and Mr. Blaine’s hippodroming campaigt 
cannot turn the tide. It will not lessen the 
force of the Mulligan letters, which are really 
an explanation of the character of his public 
career.

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BLAINE’S FAMILY AFFAIRS. 

The newspapers are still discussing Brother 
Blaine’s family affairs. There are those, no 
doubt, who hold to the opinion that the dis- 
cussion of the family affairs of a presidential 
candidate are in bad taste. It should be 
borne in mind, however, that the discussion 
now going on has been invited by Mr. Blaine 
himself. He invited it in the open letter to 
his dear Mr. I'helps, and gave it the direction 
it bas taken. Previous to the publication of 
that letter no respectable paper in the coun- 
try concerned itself with Mr. Blaine’s family 
affairs, but he has given the cue in that letter, 
and has made a desperate and wholly disrep- 
utable effort to make political capital out of 
a complication of circumstances which no 
sensitive man would authorize public 
prints to bandy about. Brother has 
never allowed his modesty to stand in the 
way of his ambition or his interests, and in 
this instance he has made a departure from 
the precincts of decency that cannot be too 
severely reprimanded. The Springfield Re- 
publican puts the case strongly and well, as 
follows—and we commend the paragraph to 
those who may be of the opinion that the 
democratic and independent press is going 
out of its way to criticize the florid immodesty 
with which Mr. Blaine pushes his family 
altar to the front for the purpose of gaining 
the yotes of a few thoughtless sentimental- 
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Mr, Blaine’s true way was to have planted 
self boldly in defense not only of his own 
butot the faniily relations ofall future presi: 
candidates, upon the absolute inviolabilits 
own fireside, pending the canvass oi his claims 
the presidency. He should have 
heen in and out here, at Augusta and at Washineg- 
ton, ior thirty years: I have a wife and aduit chil- 
dren, who have never charged me with any infi- 
delity to their dearest interests as husband and 
[ enjoy the social countenance of the com- 

munities in which I have spent my life, and I de- 
cline to recognize that any charge has been made 
which requires me to distract the attention of 
the country with the exposure of my love story, 
however honorable | could prove that to have 
been. ’ 

So far as Tur Constitution is concerned, it 
has been somewhat reseryed in its comments 
on the peculiar position in which Mr. Blaine 
has deliberately placed himself, but, as a 
matter of fact, there is no language strong 
enough to describe the lack of modesty and 
morality which dictated his open letter to his 
dear Mr. Phelps. Itis adocument to be dep- 
recated and condemned by every right-think- 
ing man. Itis impossible to conceive of a 
contingency caleulated to make its publica- 
tion proper or necessary. 

It is true that an attack had been made on 
Mr. Blaine in regard to his marriage, but this 
attack was discountenanced and ignored on 
#!1 sides, and until the dodging and squirm- 
ing candidate gaye it the importance of his- 
tory, it attracted no attention among those 
whose good opinion was worth anything. To 
none was this fact better known than to the 
friends of Mr. Blaine: and. in view of all the 
circumstances, itis impossible to trace the 
Phelps letters to any feeling or desire on the 
part of the republican candidate to defend 
the sanctity of.his fireside, or to protect the 
honor of his family—just asit is impossible to 
trace the Mulligan letters to any desire on 
the part of their author to honestly represent 
the interests of his constituents. 

But since it is the avowed purpose of Mr. 
Blaine to give the publica peep into his 
family history, he should have striven to 
give his confessions a definite relation to 
what is reasonable. He says in his letter'that 
his first marriage occurred in Kentucky in 
i850, in the presence of chosen and trusted 
friends. In his reply, under oath, to the in- 
terrogatories of the defendant in the In- 
dianapolis libel suit, he says the marriage 
occurred in Millersburg, Ky., ‘‘in the presence 
of Sarah C. Stanwoodand S. L. Blaine.” Ac- 
cording to this answer there was no preacher 
present and no one legally authorized to per- 
form the marriage service. The absorbing 
question with those who are interested in 
this sickening business is, whete was the 
preacher and what was his name? Where 
was the person legally authorized to perform

THE PUBLIC LANDS. 

Under democratic administration this 
country acquired, exclusive of Alaska, 2,198,- 
650 square miles of land. Treaties with France, 
Spain, the republic of Texas and with Mexico 
nearly trebled the size of the country. These 
yast possessions of land were economically 
maneged by the old whig and democratic 
parties, and down to 1862 notan acre had 
been yoted away to a corporation. Some 
grants of moderate extent had been made to 
states, but the land-grabber and railroad rob- 
ber did not appear until 1862, when the re- 
publican party came into power. In the 
first year of its power it voted away of the 
people’s land to railroad corporations 28, 154,- 
O84 acres: and it continued to answer the ap- 
peals of the railroad lobbyists just as long as 
it had entire control of the government. In 
1875 the house became democratic, and in 
that year an end was had of grants to corpora- 
tions, no grant has been made 
since because at no time since 
then the republican party  con- 
trolled both branches of congress. 
During its eleven years of unlimited power it 
voted away 195,195,697 acres. This vast estate 
of the people was given away to speculators 
and railroad operators on the condition that 
they would build specified lines of railroad; 
and in many instances they got the land and 
failed to build the for; and to- 
day grants amounting to 96,504,121 acres 
should be annulled and the lands forfeited to 
the United States. The republicans have 
thus far succeeded in preventing the passage 
of bills to restore these {#},000,000 acres to the 
public domain. Lands that settlers could 
take up under the homestead or pre-emption 
laws are <hus wrongfully held by railroad 
companies—by companies that have their 
headquarters in New York or Boston and 
are conducted wholly in the interest of the 
Jay Goulds of the country. The govern- 
ment freely offers its lands for sale, but most 
of the land grant railroads are holding their 
lands in order-to obtain higher prices. As 
nearly all the good agricultural lands belong- 
ing to government have 
been taken up, may

The magnitude of the land grants of the 
republican party is not appreciated when

I strongly suspect we already have such a pro- 
nounand have haditin daily tse for ages, one, 
too, that is far preferable to those suggested. Trae 
it has not yet gotten into the grammars and dic- 
tionaries, but our grammarian: and dictionary- 
meneee are very conservative and often positively 
stupid, 

Some years agoalittle girl said to me ‘‘some 
body’s come.”’ 

‘Who is it?” said I; ‘‘man or woman?”’ 

‘‘] ain’t agoing to tell you who it is; they come 
aw bile ago.” 

Now this young lady did not hesitate to use 
‘they’’ forthe singular number aud common or 
indefinite gender. If there was anything outre or 
grotesque in her usage of the word, I did not feel 
it. The professor would have said ‘‘se came 
awhile ago.’”’ This se would be easily mistaken 
for she, and would, if for no other reason, be very 
objectionable on that account. Ifany one will 
keep theirears open, they will find this use of 
“they” in daily practice among the people. 

It bas crept into literature, also, and its use is so 
natural to the genius of our language that hardly 
one ina hundred has noticed it as an intrusion. 
Mr. Pickwick once got lost in & hotel and entered 
another room than his own and was undressing 
bebind the bed curtains. To Mr. Pickwick’s 
horror, sOme person entered the room, Mr. Dick- 
ens, the writer, does not wish the reader to know 
whether te person entering isa man ora woman. 
That point is the climax of the story, and must be 
reserved to the last. So Mr. Dickens says that the 
person bed come in so suddenly that Mr. Pick- 
wick ‘‘had no time to oppose theirentrance.’’ Af- 
ter various maneuvers Pickwick got sight of tze 
person, and it wasan old maid! Richard Grant 
White says we need nosuch pronoun, but nine- 
tenths of the enjoyment of the above story would 
be lost if ‘‘her’’ had been tised in place of “‘their,’’ 
to designate the person. Years ago persons wrote 
to Mr. White sugresting this nse of “‘they.”’ We 
find 1t in actual use in both England and America. 
And I think we may as well admit it into the 
grammars. 

Our pronouns “they, them and their,’ are from 
the Ang!o-Saxon demonstrative. The forms from 
which ‘their’ and ‘‘them’’ come are both found in 
the singular as well as inp the plural; and in the 
Northumbrian dialeet,the nominative singular was 
“the’’ pronounced justas “they” isnow. The old 
Saxon was “thie’’ in the singular. We have in 
English the article ‘‘the’’ in the singular, which is 

*derived from the same word as ‘“‘they.” And [ 
rather suspect that the people have for ages used 
they” in the singular whenever they had to have 
apronoun of the common gender and singular 
number. I haveso used it twice in this article, 
and I doubt whether o e in ten has noticed it. It 
is so natural that I predict it can never be supple- 
mented by any artificfal production.

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COLE’S LUCK. 


He Escapes from the Clutches of the Law 
Through a Technicality. 

W.N, Cole, the defaulting drammer of L. Cohen 
& Co., bas escaped the fate which threatened to 
bring him back to Atlanta in the clutches of an 
officer of the law. He was carried, day before yes- 
terday, before Judge T. L. Frazier, of Opelika, on 
writ of habeas corpus. The prisoner was held 
under warrant of Governor O'Neal based 
on a requisition from Governor McDaniel. The 
return to the writ set forth a history of the case. 
Cole's counsel moved his discharge, because the 
warrant of the governor of Alabama was insuffi- 
cient in its recitals and because the governor of 
Georgia did not certify that the affidavit was an- 
tHentic, as he is required to do by the federal stat- 
ute. 

The federal statute, section 527s, is in words as 
follows: Whenever the executive authority of any 
‘tate or territory demands any person asa fugitive 
irom justice of the executive authority of any 
state Or territory to which such person has fled, 
and produces a copy of an indictment found or 
en aflidavit made before a magistrate of any state 
or territory, Charging the person demanded with 
having committed treason, felony or other crime, 
certified as authentic by the governor or chief 
magistrate of the state or territory froin whence 
the person so charged has fied, it shall be the 
duty,’’ etc. 

The certificate of the governor of Georgia was 
as follows: 

“Whereas, it appears by the annexed affidavit, 
duly authenticated according to the laws of Geor- 
gia, that a certain W. N. Cole stands charged,”’ etc. 
After hearing argument on both sides Judge Fra- 
zier decided that the requisition did not sub- 
stantially comply with the federal statute and 
discharged Cole. Mr. C. H. Barnes, of this city, 
who was Cohen & Co.’s counsel, swore out a war- 
rant fer Cole under the laws of Alabama, but he 
could not be found as he-had skipped at the first 
opportunity. Mr. Barnes returned to Atlanta 
yesterday. The prosecutors in the case are deter- 
mined to catch Cole if they can, and he may be 
arrested before he gets out of Alabama. 

It is reported that he has recently had some gay 
adventures in that state, but his operations will 
probably be transferred to some other field, as he 
Is now diligently sought by the officers of the law 
in Alabama,

(. F. Coleman, the superintendent of the 
Atlanta cotton mills, has disappeared, 

Coleman has been absent from his Pp yt of 
duty all the week, and his friends are

would return. He was atthe mill last week 
and when the machinery ceased rolling Sat- 
urday night was present, but when the ponder- 
ous wheels began revolving Monday morning 
Coleman was notathis } of duty. His 
sence was not observed particularly, but as 
ur after hour went by and the superintendent 
ame not, the working people began to won- 
der where he wes, and when the noon whistle 
sounded the hour of rest they asked one an- 
other where Coleman could be, but no one was 
ab io answer the etion. Coleman was 
still absent when night put a stop to the day’s 
work, and then Governor Bullock was inform- 
ed of his absence. The governor, thinking 
Coleman was sick, sent a messerger to his resi- 
which is on the cotton mills property, 
ut when the messenger returned he bore 
intelligence that Coleman had not 
there since Saturday night. This was

to Governor Bullock, and when it became 
known among tlre factory people various com- 
ments were heard concerning Coleman’s ab- 
However, Governor Bullock decided 
to await until the next day, hoping that, in 
the meantime Celeman would turnup. But 
Tuesday came. and went and Coleman still 
remained away. Late that day Mr. Stephens, 
the foreman in the weaving room, approached 
Governor Bullock and informed him that he 
believed Coleman had gone for good and ad- 
ded that Coleman had _  boriowed = $115 
from him, and asked the governor if there 
was any way torecover it. This statement 
induced Governor Bullock to investigate the 
matter, whereby he ascertained that Coleman 
bad leit the city, and that his objective point, 
judging from what could’be ascertained, was 
Nashville.

unties. A Constitution man had a talk on 
ihe subject yesterday with Captain Jackson. 

“The objeet of this movement,” said Cap- 

ain Jackson, ‘fis to get the volunteer mil!- 
ary into such shape that they can act harmo- 
Liously and eftectively before the next. legis- 
It is understood that a convention 
of all white military .organizations wil be 
held at Atlanta at sometime before the meet- 
ing of the legislature looking toward memoral- 
izing that body. Posts numbers 1,2, 3 and 4 
have already been established, and steps are 
being taken in Atlanta to establish a similar 
organization here. The Atlanta post will 
comprised ef the Gate City Guard, Govern- 
or’s Horse Guard, Kennesaw Ri- 
fles, the Walton County Guards, 
the Jackson Guards of Rockdale, 
and perhaps other commands. Since the war 
the state hss done nothing whatever for the 
military. They have uniformed aud equipped 
themerelves at their own private expense and 
hardly a month passes without some company 
being called upon by the governor to aid in the 
execution of the laws.

To the intelligent and currently informed reader 
it would bea waste of words to point out the 
needs of every statcfor a well organized volun- 
teer force. [Georgia calls for her troops frequently, 
68 is well known, and yet does absolutely nothing 
jor them. There are in this state seven battalions, 
one regiment and twenty independent com panies, 
injantry, cavairy and artillery. This force is sup- 
ported entirely by the individuals who com pose 
it. Nofhing is contributed for their maintenance 
save their arms and ammunition furnished 
through the state by the general government. 
There is a determination on the part of the offi. 
cers and mem bers of the several commands of the 
state volunteer forces to make an organized elfort 
to get from the state what is justly their due. To 
this end these posts are being estabiished, and it is 
probable that before the meeting of the leglslature 
a convention will be called and such steps taken 
as are necessary to accomplish the end 
in view. The lieutenant-cologel com- 
manding the Sixth Georgia battalion, which 
is composed ofcompanies in this immediate sec- 
tion, will on his return to Columbus in a few days, 
call aconyention of the officers of his command to 
take into consideration the establishment of a 
post in dhis city. Columbus should not be behind 
in this movement, and we are glad to know that 
our military afte, in common with the rest of the 
States, giving due attention to the question.
